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Veteran honoured with Ambassador of Peace award 
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Maurice St. Onge, 80, of 
Didsbury and Korean War 
veteran was honoured two 
weeks ago with the 
Ambassador of Peace 
Award from the Korean 
Veterans Association in 
Korea. 

“I had no idea I would get 
the award," said St. Onge, 
who was told by veteran 
Doug Whorrall to bring his 


wife to the next special 
meeting at the Branch 104 
Legion in Innisfail, where 
he is a member. “I’m very 
glad to get the award this 
year. It’s a beautiful thing 
and surprised me because I 
wasn’t told about it,” he 
said. 

St. Onge was one of four 
members of the Innisfail 
Legion to be presented 
with an award typically 
handed out when veterans 
visit Korea. The Korean 


Veterans Association spon¬ 
sor Canadian veterans to 
visit Korea each year. St. 
()nge, who spent a year and 
a half in Korea during the 
war, said he’s never wanted 
to return. 

“1 have bad memories 
from my time there so I’ve 
always said ‘no, I don’t 
want to go,’" said St. Onge 
of being invited. 

Doug Whorral, Korean 
Veteran representative for 
Alberta visited Korea in 




April. He went to the 
Defence Attache Office in 
Seoul and explained he 
knew three veterans in the 
Innisfail area that would 
not be able to come to 
Korea. Whorral spent the 
next few months helping to 
verify the information of St. 
Onge, Nelson Morrison and 
Walter Barbash for the 
Korean government. In 
September, Whorrall 
received their awards in 
the mail and was able to 


present them at the follow¬ 
ing monthly meeting in 
Innisfail. 

St. Onge was given a 
medal to wear around his 
neck and a separate one to 
hang from his jacket pock¬ 
et. He also received a tie 
clip and cufflinks with the 
Korean Veterans 

Association design and a 
letter thanking him for his 
service during the war. 

St. Onge joined the army 
when he was If) years old. 


He came from a family of 
ten that fanned and look¬ 
ing for a way to earn his 
own living, St. Onge was 
suggested to the army by 
an employment worker in 
Manitoba. 

After spending a year in 
Kingston learning Morse 
code, St. Onge was taken 
over to Korea in 1951 where 
he would spend a year and a 
half fighting in the Korean 
War.

the past. He believes the 
media coverage of the war 
in Afghanistan lias played a 
role. 

“Kids see on TV when 
someone dies, their body 
comes home. So kids know 
what’s going on and ask 
more questions. In Korea, if 
you died, your lK»dy was 
buried there,” he said. 

St Onge was one of 
26,791Canadians that 
fought in the Korean War. 
Five hundred and sixteen 
Canadian soldiers died and 
378 are buried in Korea 
The remaining 117 are 
buried in Canada and 
Japan.

While St. Onge trie's not 
to remember las time in 
Korea he doe's place an 
importance on remember¬ 
ing the* past anel honouring 
those whet fought.

“Dielsbury has ge»t a lot 
of geieiel people who want 
to see the town progress. I 
think it’s just a matter of 
finding the right partner¬ 
ship; I’m sure that will 
happen in time,” said Avis 
eif where the company is 
with planning. 

Avis checked e>ut a 
round straw-built house in 
the industrial area of 
teiwn where he was hop¬ 
ing to build his ecological 
oasis. But because of its 
location in relation to an 


old landfill certain restric¬ 
tions, such as not being 
able to cook, thwarted 
Avis from moving there. 

Brittany Wickham, man¬ 
ager of planning and infra¬ 
structure for the town, 
said there are other areas 
in town they could use 
and they are looking into 
other options. 

“Ideally they’d want a 
larger piece of land where 
they could accommodate 
small livestock as well 
because the whole men¬ 
tality and oasis around 
permaculture is the fact 
that you can live off the 
land and use the land to 
its benefits," she said. 

“Right now we’re com¬ 
municating back and forth 
with questions and bring¬ 
ing scope of their work 
into perspective so they 
can acquire financing and 
backing to start their 
facility,” she said. 

Since last year the com¬ 
pany has relaunched and 
is reviving its content and 
mandate about what it 
wants to take hold of for 
its development. Avis also 
just came back from six 
months of teaching in 
Australia, all of which has 
put the development on 
hold. 

“We’re trying to move 
out of Calgary so we don’t 
have the limitations we 
have in Calgary. Moving to 
a town like Didsbury - if it 
has different limitations 
or the same limitations, 
it’s not going to be worth 
it. ... The town that can 
figure it out will get a lot 
of young people for sure," 
said Avis. 
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t he year. 

The education centre 
would teach its students 
about permaculture, 
which among other things 
includes growing one’s 
own food and building 
eco-friendly homes. 

The design of the school 
is still in the planning 
stages but could included 
indoor classrooms and 
outdoor gardens that 
would help teach students 
ways to improve the 
world we live in. 


The decision whether or 
not to base the first per¬ 
maculture centre for the 
province in Didsbury is on 
hold, for another while 
longer. 

Calgary-based engineer, 
Rob Avis of Verge 
Permaculture, looked at 
building a school either in 
Didsbury or Olds this time 
last year and was hoping 
to make a decision within

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Council tackles budget issues

Review Stuff 

Council has blown past 
its promotion budget by 
over $2,361.50. The realiza¬ 
tion they’ve gone far 
enough over was discussed 
at council after deciding to 
turn down a request 
totalling $1,050. 

Council budgeted $4,000 
for promotions for 2010 and 
to date has spent $4,837.60. 
In the last few months’ 
council has dipped into a 
separate budget, the coun¬ 
cil’s promotional budget, to 
cover costs of requests. 
But, having spent $2,476, 
t hat budget has almost 
dried out as well. 

“Is $4,000 a realistic budg¬ 
et to set aside for these 
types of organizations?" 
questioned Coun. Lavar 
Adams after hearing how 
far over budget council has 
gotten. 

Mayor Brian Wittal said in 


the past not as much money 
was spent in promotions. 

“This last year with every¬ 
thing tighter we’ve seen a 
market increase (in 
requests)" he explained. 

In 2008 council spent 
$4,780 and 2009, $5,322.50. 

“Prior to (this year) the 
budget was bigger but we 
decided to cut back 
because we felt it’s what 
the town at large should he 
paying," said Coun. Gayle 
Veno. 

“We tried to get these 
organizations to let us 
know what they would need 
in advance ... that way 
when you get into the end 
of October you haven’t 
spent over budget and then 
get a request for $1,000," 
she said. 

The organization asking 
for funding was the 
Didsbury Minor Iloekey 
Association. They were ask¬ 
ing for the use of the multi 
purpose room at the 


Memorial Complex for 
three days. 

“We thought it would 
make it a little easier for 
people to eat such, but they 
said they were at their limit 
and that’s fine,” said promo¬ 
tional co-ordinator for the 
association, Karen 

Rothenbusch after hearing 
the decision was denied. 

“It’s not a big deal, we 
thought we’d give it a shot 
so people have a little more 
room, but we’ve always 
made do before,” she said. 

Council agreed they want 
to look over the promotion¬ 
al budget and how they 
choose to dole out money. 
One suggestion most coun¬ 
cillors seemed to agree 
with, was giving a lump sum 
to an organization such as 
the Didsbury Hockey 
Association, and letting 
them divvy the costs inter¬ 
nally. 

“We don’t want to get in 
an argument because we 


gave it to the bantams, 
midgets and peeweea but 
we didn’t give it to the tiny 
tykes,” said Wittal. 

Council agreed they need¬ 
ed to look at options for 
keeping the promotional 
budget down and were 
expected to discuss this at 
the council retreat. 

“This has always been 
something we’ve struggled 
with,” said Wittal who said 
council’s priority is support¬ 
ing new groups. 

“The intent is to give them 
a start to see if they can 
then be successful on their 
own or if they can then get 
support within the commu¬ 
nity from businesses or oth¬ 
erwise to keep it going," he 
said. 

“A lot (of groups) over the 
years have been getting it 
continually and they expect 
and budget on that. And 
we’re saying be very care¬ 
ful. Do not rely on that,” he 
said. 


Plans to bring green school to 
Didsbury on hold 
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Business owners question necessity of commissionaires

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A patrol company with its 
sights set on Didsbury is 
having a hard time getting 
started. 

Olds Commissionaires, a 
detachment of the 
Commissionaires Southern 
Alberta Division wants to 
offer its services to busi¬ 
nesses and town facilities 
as soon as possible. 

For $2 a day the group 
promises to patrol near the 
business at random inter¬ 
vals between 9 p.m. and 5 
am. the next day to make 
sure doors and windows 
are locked and no suspi¬ 
cious activity is going on in 
the area 

In order to cover the cost 
of the service, the group 
needs at least 50 businesses 
to sign up but not many 


inclined to do so. 

“I think it's too much," 
said business owner Mark 
Nlissikewitz of Didsbury 
Dollar Store and More. 
“Two dollars a night doesn't 
sound like much but when 
you’re looking at $00 a 
month for a drive-by once, 
when what art 1 the chances 
of something happening," 
he said. Missikewitz said 
his store was broken into 
once four or five years ago 
but for the size of Didsbury 
and the amount of crime 
that occurs, he doesn’t sup¬ 
port the patrol. 

And he’s not alone. Other 
business owners feel the 
same. 

“For them just to drive by 
at $2 a night, that’s a little 
ridiculous," said Terry 
Stevenson, owner of 
Fountain Tire in Didsbury. 
“Citizens on Patrol does it 


year for them." 

Don Graham, commis¬ 
sionaire out pounding the 
pavement in Didsbury last 
week, said they’re not the 
same as Citizens on Patrol, 
and aren't out to step on 
anyone’s toes. 

“We’re not here to step on 
the COP, we’re here to 
enhance their service,” he 
said. 

Some business owners 
agree 

“Extra security is never a 
bad idea as far as we’re 
concerned," said Brad 
Blatz, co-owner of 
Didsbury Value Dntg Mart. 
“We have a fairly extensive 
security system in the store 
and support COP as well 
but one more service, even 
just the appearance or the 
visual impact of it, doesn’t 
hurt,” he said. 

“Since we've owned the 


break-ins - just some van¬ 
dalism and those kinds of 
things. So I mean, if it stops 
spray-painting or a 
smashed flowerpot every 
three months it pays for 
itself." 

Keir Steele of Mountain 
View Liquor and Beer is 
also looking to register 
with the commissionaires. 

“Even just them driving 
by is a good thing. I’m from 
Olds so I can’t do it myself,” 
he said. “Kids in Didsbury 
have vandalized the area 
but thankfully nothing too 
major. Anything to help 
won’t hurt," he said. 

Graham and Ken Mclvor 
will be collecting business¬ 
es for the next few weeks 
and are hopeful more busi¬ 
nesses will sign on. 

“We’re quite a bit short 
right now,” said Graham 
who said they have about a 
dozen confirmed business- 


business owners are and it costs $20 donation a store we haven’t had any 


“Some stores the owner 
isn’t in, or they want some 
time to think about it," said 
Graham, who’s hoping to 
hear back soon. 

The commissionaires 
approached council in 
September offering its serv¬ 
ices to facilities in town at 
$2 per building a day. 
Administration suggested 
the cost to patrol five build¬ 
ings at $3,650 a year was 
less expensive than the 
cost of paying an employee 
to respond to an alarm or 
call-outs. 

Council agreed the com¬ 
missionaires would recruit 
businesses in an effort to 
keep costs down, and the 
town would add the cost of 
patrols to the utility bills of 
companies that request the 


Hit-and-run case adjourned for now

The Calgary man charged 
with first degree murder in 
the death of Olds College 
student Nicholas Baier in a 
hit-and-run outside the 
Texas Mickey bar made a 
brief appearance before 
Judge Mark Tyndale in 
Didsbury provincial court 
on Wednesday. 

Handcuffed and wearing 
a blue jail-issued jumpsuit, 
Jeffrey Kevin Leinen starred 
at the floor and did not 
speak during the approxi¬ 
mately two-minute appear- 
ance. 

Calgary lawyer Andre 
Ouellette, who told the 
court he has Ix'en partially 
retained to act for the 
accused, askixl the judge to 
adjourn the case until Nov. 
22 so the Crown can pro¬ 
vide disclosure documents 
to the defence. 

Crown prosecutor Hoy 
Smith told the judge that 
disclosure is still l>eing pre¬ 
pared. He agreed to the 
adjournment, which was 
granted. 

Leinen dill not speak as 
ho was taken from the 
courthouse by bailiffs fol¬ 
lowing the court appear- 
ance, covering his face with 
his hiutds as lie was placed 
in a police vehicle 

Speaking outside the 
courthouse following 
Ijeinen’s ap|ioaranoe, lawyer 
Ouellette said he will be 
seeking the accused's 


release on bail. 

“Certainly there will be an 
application for bail, in the 
same way that any other 
person charged with a seri¬ 
ous offence,” said Ouellette, 
who acted as Leinen's agent 
during Wednesday’s court 
appearance. “My position Ls 
that absolutely an applica¬ 
tion will lie made. 

“People accused in very 
similar offences, and I’m 
thinking of the cement 
truck driver who was 
alleged and now convicted 
of killing a number of |>eo- 
ple, was released on bail. 
My position Ls he is entitled 
to be considered for 
release." 

Ouellette said he has 
already spoken to Leinen 
about the night Nicholas 
Baier was killed. Leinen 
was out on parole the 
evening of the hit and run. 
I le is accused of driving into 
a crowd about 12:20 am. 
Oct. 29. 

In addition to the first- 
degree murder charge, 
I>‘inon has been charged 
with dangerous operation 
causing death, impaired 
o|>eration of a motor vehicle 
causing death, dangerous 
operation causing bodily 
Ilium, :uid impaired o|tera- 
tion of a motor vehicle caus¬ 
ing Ixxlily harm. 

“I’m learning a little bit 
more alxiut the case now 
and certainly the impres¬ 
sion I'm getting is that we 
ait' not getting the full story 
at this stage about what

happened in the bar,” he 
said. “For example, I read 
allegations that my client 
was involved in beating up 
people inside the bar The 
information I’m getting 
from different people is that 
my client was living beaten 
up inside the bar, and in fact 
there may lias been a choke- 
hold used against him by 
some of the door people. So 
things are never quite as 
simple they seem, I guess is 
the iMittom line. 

“What is he saying? I think 
he is still in shock to a large 
extent. My belief at this 
point is that he was severely 
beat up inside the liar. There 
may have been a choke- 
hold used against him by 
removing him from the bar.

Leinen has itquries on his 
face iuid to one of his hands, 
he said.

MPs need to start 
leading drunk 
driving fight

With alcohol-related driving 
fatalities continuing to occur 
with frightening regularity 
across Alberta - including at 
least three in West Central 
Alberta in the past two weeks - 
there is a real danger that such 
carnage may actually be becoming commonplace 
and routine. 

And make no mistake, the moment drunk driv¬ 
ing becomes “just something people do,” no one is 
going to be safe travelling on any road or highway 
in this district or anywhere else in Alberta for that 
matter. 

Alberta is already one of the worst provinces in 
Canada in terms of per capita impaired driving 
charges, with alcohol-related driving offences 
continuing an upward trend in each of the past 
three years. 

Members of Mothers Against Drunk Driving 
have been leading the charge against impaired 
driving for years, spearheading awareness cam¬ 
paigns in a tireless effort to get across the simple 
message that drunk driving isn’t worth it and that 
there are better choices that people need to start 
making. 

Yet, sadly, such public awareness campaigns, 
for all their good intentions, have not lead to even 
a marginal drop off in drunk driving incidents in 
Alberta. Try as they might, MAI)D members and 
their many partners continue to face an uphill bat¬ 
tle against a widespread and all-too-common 
criminal activity that shows no sign of abating. 

So w hat, if anything, can be done to turn the tide 
against the ongoing impaired driving carnage? 
Above all else, that’s a question MPs need to start 
asking themselves. 

Even though MPs have the authority and the 
power to make meaningful changes to the drunk 
driving laws, far too little is being done. For exam¬ 
ple, one of the only changes to Canada’s drunk 
driving laws in recent years has been an increase 
in the fine for first time convictions from $600 to 
$ 1 , 000 . 

Not only has that small change done nothing to 
deter drunks from getting behind the wheel - 
judging, of course, by the continued upward trend 
in offences - it makes a mockery of victims and 
their families. 

What message is Parliament sending to drunk 
drivers by such slaps on the wrists? Does anyone 
actually believe that the risk of a $1,000 fine will 
keep drunks off the roads? 

What is really needed, and needed now, are 
harsh new penalties - say, for example, two years 
in jail for first time convictions - aimed squarely 
at drunk criminal idiots who gel behind the wheel 
and risk killing people in the process. 

In recent days, families have again been holding 
funerals and burials for drunk driving victims in 
West Central Alberta. Is that a routine that w ill be 
allowed to continue?

November 11 has 
always been poignant for 
me, but this year my 
observance of 

Remembrance Day will be 
all the more moving after 
I had a chance to visit the 
places where our 
Canadian soldiers fought 
and died in our defence 
through two world wars. 

This summer, I took my 
family on a journey that I 
have long wanted to 
make, to tour the 
Canadian war monuments 
and the battlefields our 
soldiers fought on in 
Europe. 

Every battlefield, 
trench or hill; every 
sprawling wartime ceme¬ 
tery; and every time I 
stood on the beaches of 
Normandy - the experi¬ 
ences of seeing first-hand 
the places where our 
brave soldiers fought, and 
all too often died, only 
expanded the great 
respect and appreciation 1 
already had for our veter¬ 
ans. 

It is a humbling thing to 
stand in the actual places 
where a titanic struggle 
between freedom and 
oppression was hard- 
fought and ultimately 
won by the forces of lib-

erty. 

But freedom is by no 
means free. The Canadian 
soldiers who made the 
ultimate sacrifice in those 
far-off lands, or who sur¬ 
vived to become our pres¬ 
ent-day veterans, pur¬ 
chased it for us all at the 
cost of their pain and suf¬ 
fering and, for far too 
many, their very lives. 

Today, many of the 
wartime trenches and 
tunnels have been cov¬ 
ered over, and sheep 
graze quietly on their 
mounds. 

At Vimy, a great monu¬ 
ment soars above a 
rolling plain that was 
once a deadly battlefield. 
It’s peaceful there now, 


but the vast cemeteries at 
Ypres and elsewhere testi¬ 
fy to the cost at which 
Canada helped to pur¬ 
chase that peace. 

Remembrance Day is 
our chance to honour the 
sacrifices of Canadian 
veterans and to appreci¬ 
ate the bravery of our 
men and women in the 
Canadian Forces who are 
still serving. 

Our troops have always 
stood up for Canadian 
values and continue today 
to defend our way of life 
and our sovereignty. 

They deserve our 
remembrance and our 
respect. 

It was important to me 
that my teenage son 
Quinn experienced these 
places where Canadians 
fought, and for him to 
connect the sacrifices 
that were made there to 
the rights, security and 
freedoms that that he as a 
Canadian enjoys to this 
very day. 

On Remembrance Day, 
it is important that all 
Canadians connect in 
some way to the valour of 
our soldiers' sacrifices.

The Hags at Olds College 
campus, lowered when 
Nicholas Baier died Oct. 20 in 
a hit and run, were ceremoni¬ 
ously raised to full mast 
Friday. 

Cattle from the nearby auc¬ 
tion mart bawled in the dis¬ 
tance as Baier’s three room¬ 
mates and his best friend 
hoisted the Alberta and 
Canada flags back to the top 
of two poles on campus. 

“How appropriate is that to 
further celebrate Nicholas 
Baier?” said Jordan Cleland, 
Olds College vice-president of 
advancement, noting the 
familiar agriculture related 
sound as he addressed the 
crowd gathered at noon, in 
front of the Ralph Klein Centre 
at the Community Learning 
Campus. 

Baier was a second year agri¬ 
culture management student 
readying himself at the Olds 
post-secondary institution to 
return home to Altario, Alta, to 
help run the family farm. 

After a short introduction by 
Cleland, roommates Tyler 
Withrow, Ken Morey, and 
Brandon Lemay anil Baier’s 
good friend Connor Layton 
hoisted the Hags while a group 
of fellow students and college 
staff watched including sever¬ 
al witnesses and hit-and-run 
victims that survived the 
crash. 

Layton, an agriculture man¬ 


agement student who met 
Baier while attending college, 
said the ceremonial flag rais¬ 
ing may have given him some 
closure. 

“I don’t know what to say 
here. It's something 1 don’t 
care to have to do again. Nick 
was a good person and I’ll 
miss him,” said Layton. 

Baier was one of several 
people struck by a vehicle as 
they were standing on the 
sidewalk outside the Texas 
Mickey Bar early in the morn¬ 
ing on Oct. 29. 

Baier died from his injuries 
while three others sustained 
minor injuries. 

A Calgary man is charged 
with first-degree murder and 
faces several other criminal 
charges related to the crash. 

Cleland told those gathered 
for the flag raising that as time 
has passed, he has noticed a 
change in spirits, specifically 
mentioning seeing a few more 
smiles on campus. 

“The hurling isn’t necessarily 
going to stop,” Cleland said. 
“But it’s time for these flags to 
go back to full mast.” 

The ceremonious flag raising 
culminated a week of contin¬ 
ued availability of counselling 
services, a candlelight vigil 
held in Baier’s honour, and 
Baier’s memorial service held 
in his hometown Thursday. 

College classes resumed last 
Tuesday and exams cancelled 
in the days following Baier’s 
death went ahead last week. 

“The faculty is close enough 


to tin- students to know their 
frame of mind. They’re want¬ 
ing to get a sense of normal¬ 
cy," said Cleland. 

Over 200 people, including 
college staff and faculty, stu¬ 
dents, RCMP, and Victim’s 
Services attended a private 
outdoor candlelight vigil for 
Baier on the college campus 
last Tuesday night. 

“It wasn’t about speeches. 
We were here to remember 
Nicholas Baier and pull 
together as a community,” said 
Cleland. “It was a lot of silent 
reflection." 

Olds RCMP Cpl. Troy Byrt 
attended the vigil along with 
several fellow officers to 
reach out to the college staff 
and students in a show of sup¬ 
port . 

“And to be quite honest, I 
understand what they’re going 
through. 1 mean we’ve been 
through that kind of the same 
type of situation, different 
dynamics, where we’ve lost 
one of our own, or multiples, 
like Mayerthorpe and stuff like 
that. So I have some under¬ 
standing of the feelings and 
kind of what they’re going 
through,” said the RCMP offi¬ 
cer. 

Byrt said this was the first 
vigil he has attended and he 
wasn’t sure what to expect. 

“I thought it was done very 
tastefully,” Byrt said. “1 
thought it was a very nice act, 
a very nice gesture towards 
Nicholas.” 

A table with Baier’s picture 


stood as a focal point and 
after the half hour vigil was 
done, attendees laid their can¬ 
dles around the table. 

A donation jar also sat on 
tin* table for the newly emerg¬ 
ing Nicholas Baier Memorial 
Fund. 

“What we decided to do was 
start a very generic fund and 
two or three months down the 
road when things are less 
fresh for the family, discuss 
what to do with it," Cleland 
said. 

Possibilities could include 
establishing something at the 
college or giving the money to 
an appropriate organization 
like Mother’s Against Drunk 
Driving. 

About 7f> Olds College staff 
and students were bused to 
Baier’s memorial service, held 
last Thursday in Altario’s com¬ 
munity hall approximately 
four hours east of Olds near 
the Alberta/Saskatchewan 
border. The use of the 
Didsbury Community Bus was 
donated for the occasion, said 
an appreciative Cleland. 

Layton also attended the 
memorial in Baier’s hometown 
and learned more about his 
friend of a year and a half. 

“There was a fair bit I didn’t 
know about him. It was nice to 
be there," Layton said. 

As for resuming some nor¬ 
malcy in his life in the after- 
math of Baier’s death, Layton 
had this to say: “It definitely 
won’t be normal as it was 
before, but life goes on."
